This  large  picturesque  class  has  all  the  basic  require¬ 
ments:  sponsors,  officers,  valedictorian,  and  cut-ups.  In 
addition  to  the  standard  equipment,  it  has  many  extras, 
which  include  a  large  unfinished  rustic  penthouse 
apartment  overlooking  the  school,  a  nighttime  exten¬ 
sion  at  Berea’s  recreational  center,  and  a  direct  hot  line 
with  local  officers  for  communication  of  details  of  ex¬ 
tracurricular  activities  such  as  midnight  baseball 
games.
